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Preface 


Agricultural  Policy  Framework 

As  the  Canadian  agriculture  and  agri-food  sector  moves  into  the  21st  century,  it  must  face  many  challenges  and 
pursue  many  opportunities  to  continue  to  prosper. 

Federal,  provincial  and  territorial  Ministers  of  Agriculture  have  pledged  to  meet  today's  challenges  by  jointly 
developing  a  comprehensive  Agricultural  Policy  Framework  (APF)  composed  of  five  components: 

business  risk  management 
food  safety  and  food  quality 
science  and  innovation 
environment 
renewal 


All  provinces  and  territories  have  now  signed  on  to  the  APF,  and  have  signed  implementation  agreements  with 
the  Government  of  Canada. 


In  support  of  the  renewal  component,  a  national  research  program  on  sustainable  production  systems  has  been 
implemented.  It  comprises  several  research  sub-components,  including  the  development  of  high-value  plants, 
such  as  potentilla. 


Reseau  d'essais  des  plantes  ligneuses  ornementales  du  Quebec  (REPLOQ) 

For  over  20  years,  REPLOQ  [Quebec  ornamental  woody  plant  testing  network]  has  been  evaluating  the  hardi- 
ness of  woody  ornamental  or  potentially  ornamental  plants  in  the  normal  climate  and  soil  conditions  of  Quebec. 
As  part  of  a  joint  initiative  by  Agriculture  and  Agri-Food  Canada,  Universite  Laval,  the  Quebec  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  (MAPAQ)  and  the  Montreal  Botanical  Garden,  over  450  exotic  and  native 
species  and  cultivars  have  been  evaluated.  With  five-year  data  for  each  species  or  cultivar,  the  study  has  identi- 
fied climate  and  soil  requirements,  growth  and  vulnerability  to  cold  damage  at  eight  to  nine  REPLOQ  test  sites, 
located  in  three  climate  regions.  The  work  has  made  it  possible  to  develop  production  and  use  recommenda- 
tions, which  are  published  in  the  six-volume  series  titled  Rusticite  et  croissance  de  plantes  ligneuses  ornemen- 
tales au  Quebec,  by  Claude  Richer  and  Jacques-Andre  Rioux,  the  heads  of  REPLOQ,  and  several  collabora- 
tors. 


The  efforts  of  REPLOQ  have  also  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  clearly  detailed  hardiness  ratings.  For  each 
species  evaluated,  a  separate  rating  is  now  available  for  survival,  use  and  full  ornamental  expression.  More 
specifically,  the  SURVIVAL  rating  identifies  the  coldest  Canadian  climatic  zone  in  which  the  plant  suffers  winter 
damage  that  prevents  the  expression  of  its  ornamental  characters  but  which  does  not  cause  its  death.  The  USE 
rating  identifies  the  coldest  Canadian  climate  zone  in  which  the  plant,  despite  the  fact  that  it  suffers  winter  dam- 
age, expresses  its  full  or  partial  ornamental  potential.  The  FULL  ORNAMENTAL  EXPRESSION  rating  identifies 
the  coldest  Canadian  climatic  zone  in  which  the  plant  generally  suffers  no  winter  damage  and  in  which  it 
expresses  its  full  ornamental  potential. 


In  this  guide,  tine  ratings  are  presented  between  square  brackets,  in  the  following  order:  SURVIVAL,  USE,  FULL 
ORNAMENTAL  EXPRESSION.  The  rating  generally  assigned  by  other  authors  is  provided  outside  the  brackets. 
For  example,  a  potentilla  with  a  hardiness  rating  of  "2  [2b,  3,  4]"  has  a  general  rating  of  2,  but  REPLOQ  studies 
have  identified  zone  2b  as  the  coldest  region  in  which  it  will  survive,  zone  3  as  the  region  in  which  it  will  express 
at  least  part  of  its  ornamental  potential  despite  winter  damage  and  zone  4  as  the  region  in  which  it  will  undergo 
no  damage  and  will  reach  its  full  ornamental  expression  potential. 


Ten  shrubby  potentilla  cultivars  were  evaluated  by  REPLOQ  (see  summary  table,  p.  10).  The  main  results  and 
recommendations  for  these  cultivars  are  provided  in  this  publication.  The  information  given  for  the  other  cultivars 
has  been  taken  from  various  sources. 
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Introduction 


Whether  powerful  or  not — the  genus  name  Potentilla  is  derived  from  the  Latin  potens,  which  means  "powerful"- 
cinquefoil,  or  potentilla,  have  a  long  flowering  period  and  are  easy  to  grow.  These  traits  are  much  appreciated 
and  ensure  cinquefoil  will  always  have  a  special  place  in  our  gardens. 

Of  the  approximately  500  species  in  the  genus,  most  of  which  occur  in  the  temperate  northern  hemisphere, 
shrubby  cinquefoil  {Potentilla  fruticosa)  is  by  far  the  most  common  species  found  in  our  gardens.  Native  to  North 
America,  it  is  a  small  shrub,  measuring  approximately  1  metre  high.  In  summer,  it  is  covered  with  a  profusion  of 
golden  yellow  flowers.  It  grows  naturally  in  northern  and  eastern  Quebec,  as  far  north  as  James  Bay.  It  also 
occurs  throughout  almost  all  of  North  America  and  in  Europe  and  Asia.  It  grows  in  wet,  open  areas  (lake  shores 
and  river  banks,  peat  bogs,  fields,  pastures),  bare  rock,  and  sometimes  even  in  alpine  environments. 

Because  of  its  long  flowering  period  and  superior  cold  hardiness,  shrubby  cinquefoil  has  given  rise  to  many  culti- 
vars.  Today,  there  are  over  40  cultivars  with  a  wide  range  of  ornamental  traits.  The  flowers  now  come  in  all  pos- 
sible shades  of  yellow,  orange,  pink,  white  and  red.  In  addition  to  its  original  bushy  habit,  there  are  now  also 
dwarf  and  creeping  varieties  of  cinquefoil. 


Because  of  the  large  number  of  cultivars,  however,  it  is  easy  to  get  lost  among  them.  Indeed,  some  were  Incor- 
rectly renamed  when  they  were  introduced  into  North  America;  therefore,  the  nomenclature  can  be  confusing  at 
times.  We  have  attempted  to  clarify  the  situation,  providing  a  list  of  the  various  names  for  each  cultivar 
described.  The  names  used  to  identify  cinquefoil  are  those  recommended  by  H.J.  van  de  Laar  and  P.C.  de 
Jong.1  The  habit  was  identified  on  the  basis  of  REPLOQ's  evaluation  method  for  thals  of  woody  ornamental 
plants. 2 

Finally,  the  hardiness  rating  of  10  cultivars  described  here  was  confirmed  or  modified  for  Eastern  Canada  by 
REPLOQ.  On  the  basis  of  REPLOQ's  work,  it  was  also  possible  to  fine-tune  the  hardiness  ratings,  taking  into 
account  three  levels  of  hardiness:  survival,  use  and  full  ornamental  expression  (see  details  on  p.  5,  Preface,  and 
p.  41,  Cultivation  practices).

Potentilla  fruticosa  'AbbotSWOOd' 


other  name:  'Abbottswood' 

Crosses,  provenance:  developed  by  Fred  Tustin  (Abbotswood,  England) 

Introduction:  1960 

Hardiness  zone:  2  [2a,  2a,  5b]* 

Habit:  bushy,  dome-shaped 

Height  and  width:  1.0  m  x  1.3  m 

Flowers:  pure  white,  large  and  well  distributed 

Foliage:  blue-green,  light  texture 

Flowering:  June  until  first  frosts 

Production:  can  be  grown  in  all  regions  of  Quebec  where  soil  conditions 
are  favourable.  Grows  very  little  in  height  or  width  after  the  third  year  of 
growth. 

Notes  and  use:  use  as  a  specimen  plant  or  in  mass  plantings.  Does  not 
tolerate  road  salt  or  rodent  damage.  Prune  and  rejuvenate  regularly.  Tie 
branches  in  winter  to  prevent  snow  breakage.

Production:  fast,  easy  grower;  two  years  is  enough  to  produce  salable 
plants  and  it  grows  in  all  regions  of  Quebec.  However,  avoid  overly 
heavy  soils. 

Notes  and  use:  use  as  a  specimen  plant,  in  mass  plantings,  as  a  low 
hedge  or  in  rock  gardens.  However,  note  that  it  does  not  tolerate  road 
salt  or  rodent  damage.  Prune  and  rejuvenate  regularly.  Tie  branches  to 
avoid  snow  breakage.

Flowering:  June  until  first  frosts 

Production:  can  be  grown  throughout  Quebec.  Requires  only  two  years 
of  growth  to  produce  salable  plants.  Somewhat  denser  if  grown  In  a 
cold  region. 

Notes  and  use:  use  as  a  specimen  plant,  in  group  or  mass  plantings,  as 
low  hedges  or  in  rock  gardens.  'Coronation  Triumph'  prefers  rich,  fertile, 
well-drained  slightly  acid  soils.  However,  it  tolerates  sandy  or  heavy 
soils  and  is  drought-resistant.  Fruit  is  abundant  but  not  very  ornamen- 
tal. Prune  to  maintain  a  dense  habit.

Notes  and  use:  use  in  borders,  as  specimen  plants,  grouped  in  mass 
plantings,  in  low  hedges  or  in  rock  gardens.  Very  easy  to  grow  and 
adapts  well  to  container  culture.  Prune  regularly  in  the  spring.  Performs 
well  after  planting  and  its  light  brown  stems  provide  winter  interest.

Production:  easily  becomes  established  and  a  fast  grower.  Can  be  sold 
after  only  one  or  two  growing  seasons. 

Notes  and  use:  use  in  mass  plantings,  hedges  or  in  rock  gardens.  It  is 
easy  to  grow  and  adapts  well  to  container  culture.  Prefers  fertile,  moist, 
well-drained  soils  but  can  grow  in  dry,  cold  soils.  Requires  regular  prun- 
ing in  the  spring.  Appears  to  be  more  fragile  than  'Coronation  Triumph' 
in  sites  where  there  is  little  snow  cover.

Place  softwood  or 
semi-hardwood  cuttings  in  a  well-drained  substrate.  They  can  root 
directly  in  containers. 

Notes  and  use:  use  in  group  plantings,  as  a  specimen  plant  or  as  a 
groundcover  in  mass  plantings  or  in  borders.  Plant  in  well-drained  soil, 
in  sun  or  light  shade.

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Cultivation  practices 


Location 

Potentillas  tolerate  a  wide  variety  of  soils  but  have  a  better  appearance  If  planted  in  well-drained  soils  with  a  neu- 
tral to  acid  pH.  They  also  tolerate  long  periods  of  drought  and  sunny,  hot  sites.  Most  cultivars  tolerate  semi- 
shade,  but  full  sun  will  result  in  better  flower  production.  However,  most  cultivars  with  red  or  orange  flowers  will 
appear  faded  and  washed  out  in  bright  sunlight. 

Transplanting 

It  Is  preferable  to  transplant  potentillas  during  dormant  periods,  i.e.,  fall  or  spring.  Even  older  plants  tolerate 
transplanting  well. 

Fertilization 

The  best  time  to  fertilize  potentillas  is  in  the  spring.  However,  a  very  fertile  soil  will  result  in  lush  growth  but  little 
flower  production. 

Ecological  interest 

Potentillas  attract  butterflies  and  are  deer  resistant. 
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Propagation 

Cultivars  are  easily  propagated  by  softwood  cuttings.  In  early  summer,  take  10-  to  15cm  cuttings  from  the  most 
prolific  flowing  parent  plants.  To  propagate  with  hardwood  cuttings,  harvest  specimens  of  the  same  size,  but  in 
the  fall.  Division  of  stems  is  also  possible.  Finally,  propagation  is  possible  by  seedlings  produced  from  fresh 
seeds  harvested  just  after  they  mature.  However,  this  technique  is  not  used  with  cultivars.  Rather,  it  is  reserved 
for  the  botanical  species. 

Pruning 

Shrubby  cinquefoil  tolerates  pruning  well.  Old  stems  and  weak  branches  should  be  severely  pruned. 

Diseases  and  insects 

Potentillas  are  highly  resistant  to  insects  and  disease.  They  are  primarily  affected  by  leaf  spot,  mildew,  mites, 
spittlebugs  and  redheaded  flea  beetle  {Systena  frontalis).  Unfavourable  temperature  and  humidity  conditions  can 
also  promote  the  development  of  powdery  mildew  {Sphaerotheca  macularis). 

Hardiness  ratings 

The  hardiness  ratings  of  the  cultivars  were  established  on  the  basis  of  the  Canadian  climate  zones  of  Sherk  and 
Buckley.  The  work  of  the  Reseau  d'essais  des  plantes  ligneuses  ornementales  du  Quebec  (REPLOQ)  made  it 
possible  to  develop  a  new  way  of  defining  the  hardiness  of  a  plant  by  considering  three  levels  of  evaluation:  sur- 
vival, use  and  full  ornamental  expression  (see  details  p.  4,  Preface). 
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
